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REMARKS 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed on January 30, 2007, in 
which claims 1-18 and 24-41 were rejected and claims 19-23 were allowed. With this 
amendment, claims 1-18 and 24-41 are cancelled without prejudice. Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the present Application in view of the foregoing amendments and in 
view of the reasons that follow. 

I. Allowed Subject Matter 

On page 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner stated that claims 19-23 were allowed. 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for the indication of allowance and have not amended the allowed 
claims. 

II. Rejected Claims 

On pages 2-4 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-18 and 24-41 under 35 
U.S.C. §§ 102(b) and 103(a) as unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,858,020 alone or in view of 
U.S. Publication No. 2003/0149486. Applicant has cancelled claims 1-18 and 24-41 without 
prejudice to obtain timely issuance of a patent containing claims reciting subject matter that the 
Examiner has indicated is allowable. Applicant wishes to make it unmistakably clear that 
Applicant does not agree to or acquiesce in the rejection of the cancelled claims and/or agree 
with the Examiner's view of the view of the scope and content of the prior art.

Claims 19-23 are now pending in the present Application. Applicant believes that the 
present Application is now in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration of the 
Application, as amended, is respectfully requested.
